Firs between half past th res asci 
four o’clock this morning completely 
destroyed the barn, ice bouse, slaught­ 
er house, hog pen, chicken bouse and 
“ work 
u p" bouse of Mrs. Morgan 
Mickley in the rear of her property on 
Carlisle street. 
All of the contents 
were destroyed including a complete 
outfit of batcher’s equipment aud 
three hora*, one belonging to Mrs 
Mickley, on# to J. B. Wineman. the 
('entre Square grocer, and one to Vin­ 
cent J. Eckenrode, tho Carlisle street 
butcher. 
The origin of the fire is un­ 
known. 
The loss is placed at $11000 
partially covered by insurance. 
The 
fire was first discovered by 
Miss Verna Swartz, who resides with 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Waltman. 
She 
aroused the family and they in torn 
called Mr. Mickley and Mr. Wine 
man. 
The fire had already gained 
great headway and the barn was then 
beyond cojtrol. 
The fire evidently 
originated in the hay mow and whether 
it was set on fire intentionally or 
otherwise is not fully known. 
Tho 
door to the stable was found open and 
it is believed that some one had either 
gone in to steal or to spend the night. 
Several jieople in 
town saw the 
flames shout the same time and ran to 
the engine house where the hell was I 
rung with great vigor. 
It was many 
minutes however before the sleeping 
inhabitants of 
tho 
town could bo 
aroused and two of tho buildings w€rm 
practically burned to tho gonad when 
the first part of the apparatus arrived 
on the scene. 
There was almost no 
wind and 
thoro were no 
buildings 
near to tho ones already doomed, a 
state of affairs which was roost fortu­ 
nate. 
It required but a few minutes* 
work sn tbs part af tho firemen after 
they got lines of hoot laid and work­ 
ing until tho flames were subdued sad 
nothing but a smouldering pile of 
ashes remained. 
The three horses were beyond aid 
when the first people arrived at the 
barn. 
Mr. Mickley was first there 
and the animals were then lying down. 
Three quarters of beef were burned 
up but there was no ether meat in 
the building. 
Two butcher’s wagons 
were destroyed together with an entire 
outfit of slaughter house machinery. 


NOTES O F T O E FIRE 


Th# insurance on the buildings ex­ 
pired on 
October ll. 
Fortunately, 
however, it had been renewed. 
Not in many years has it required 
such a long time to arouse the people 
of Gettysburg at the time ef a fire. 
The bell wan rung for fully twenty 
minutes and it was evident that citi­ 
zens were sleeping their soundest. 
John D. Lippy had a Barrow escape 
from serious injury while running to 
the fire with the crowd pulling the 
engine. 
Mr. Lippy was at the tongue 
and slipped, falling immediately in 
front of the engine. 
The men with 
him quickly turned the tongue, saving 
him from a very serious accident 
John W. Brehzn was awakened by 
the fire and without stopping to put 
on any clothes 
dashed down to the 
shed in the rear of his property and 
got his automobile to a place of 
safety. 
Several others had quite a 
hard job getting away the wagon of 
the Atlantic Refining Company. 
Trees prevented the sparks from 
setting fire to some buildings on the 
North side of Water street. 
Sparks 
were unusually plentiful at the fire.

*hot intended for Prefect of Police Lu­ 
pine, which passed so close to him 
that his face was marked by powder. 
A mass meeting was summoned by 
special 
editions 
of 
Humanlte 
and 
Herve’s organ, the Social War. calling 
>n every one to met in the Place de 
Pitchy and proceed to the house of 
the Spanish ambassador. 
Herve’s appeal was worded with 
more than his customary violence. He 
said: “The royal young Idiot, whose 
heart has not been touched by Ferrer’s 
laughter’s tears or the indignant pro­ 
test of the clviltied world, is an as­ 
sassin. He will and like his neighbor, 
Portugal’s royal hog He signed his 
own condemnation to death, and when 
he dies like a dog no man of heart in 
the whole world will shed a tear over 
the royal carrion.” 
A procession of many thousands of 
persons, crying “Assassin!” and “Vive 
Ferrer’” starred at a brisk rate. No 
attempt was made to stop the proces­ 
sion, which was allowed to occupy the 
whole breadth of the avenue, but when 
they arrived within fifty yards of the 
municipal guards the latter advanced 
smartly to meet them. As the mounted 
men met the crowd five revolver shots 
were fired from the ranks of the pro­ 
cession. 
The shots seemed to come 
from one revolver. Immediately rein­ 
forcements of mounted men and num­ 
bers of police hurried up and drove 
back the crowd a hundred yards with 
blows 
from 
their sheathed swdtds. 
Here two more shote were fired and 
a bicycle policeman was killed. 
The rioting then became general. 
The crowd broke all the gas lamps in 
the surrounding streets. The mounted 
men charged repeatedly. The mob 
stopped three automobile buses within 
200 yards of each other in the Rou 
Toque Ville and set them on fire. They 
were completely destroyed. An attempt 
was made to form a barricade with 
lampposts, which were torn down. An 
order waa given to draw’ sabres, and 
the mounted men. numbering sixty, fol­ 
lowed by the police, made a savage 
charge, scattering the crowd.

Faralysis in swine most often fob 
lows overfeeding of rich nitrogenous 
foods to animals that are closely con 
fined. 
Pigs do best when allowed a 
considerable range and not fed too 
highly. Aa this affection involves the 
spinal cord, it is not only liable to 
prove fatal, but is not as a rule, satis­ 
factorily treated.

T H I POOR MAN 
PROSCRIBED. 
It Is very likely superfluous to criti­ 
cise the method by which Uncle Sam 
disposes of his public lands, but some 
phases of land drawings as ordinarily 
conducted seem to show that a fairer 
and more considerate policy might be 
followed. 
This would be along the 
line of allowing registration for the 
drawing without requiring the pres­ 
ence of persons at the place where the 
registration is to take place, the one 
desiring to register Instead appearing 
before a notary in his bom# town. 
This would be s boon to many poorer 
people, who feel they can ill afford to 
bear the expense of a trip hundreds 
or thousands of miles to the locality 
where the drawing Is to take place 
when there is not one chance lo a hun­ 
dred that they will be successful. 
Were such persons allowed to regis­ 
ter s t home and mail their applica­ 
tions the registration would be In­ 
creased many fold. 
Those who did 
register woald thus not be compelled 
to make a trip unless they were 
among the fortunate ones, In which 
event they would feel that there was 
enough at stake to justify an expendi­ 
ture of their hard earned money suffi­ 
cient to inspect the land to be award­ 
ed. 
Such an arrangement would cut 
down passenger traffic, but Inasmuch 
as land drawings are not beld primari­ 
ly for the profit of transportation 
companies this would not ba a vital 
consideration. It would, on tbs other 
band, encourage many a poor man to 
register for land drawings who does 
not now do so. because tbs chances of 
success ira so slim ss not to warrant 
the expense involved. If there is any 
class which ought to benefit in the 
distribution of public lands it is the 
class just named. 


PROPAGATING CURRANTS. 
The currant one of the highly prized 
garden fruits, may be propagated by 
taking hardwood cuttings some ten 
inches In length early In September. 
If the leaves have not already fallen 
they should be removed a week before 
the job Is done. 
The cuttings should 
be started in the nursery row at once 
or tied in bundles and burled upside 
down with two or three inches of soli 
over the butts. 
In case the planting 
Is delayed it may be done Just before 
freeseup. or the bandies of cuttings 
may be stored in moss or sand and 
carried through the winter lo the cel­ 
lar or storeroom. 
In this case the 
cuttings should be planted in the 
spring just os soon os the soil Is fit. 
In warmer and drier sections the plant­ 
ing is best done in the fail, which 
usually marks the beginning of the wet 
season, if the precipitation amounts to 
anything at ail. 
Another method of 
propagation is known as mound lay 
erage. which consists in drawing the 
soli up around the shoots of an estab­ 
lished bush, when in the course of a 
couple of seasons they take root in 
this new upper soil and may be then 
cut away and transplanted, the stubs 
and roots of the parent bush being left 
below. Gooseberries may be propagat­ 
ed in the same manner. 


ONLY A PATCH. 
Nebraska and Colorado have lately 
passed stringent laws forbidding the 
importation of dairy cattle of any kind 
which do not show a clean bill of 
health in the matter of freedom from 
tuberculosis. This action may be call­ 
ed radical by those who would suffer 
from on enforcement of the law. but 
from the standpoint of a decent regard 
for the public health it is to be com­ 
mended. 
Yet a matter that so vitally 
concerns the public health should not 
be left for the individual state to cope 
with. but ahould bs reached by an ef­ 
fective federal law. 
Were sm h a 
measure enacted and th® Interstate 
shipment of tuberculous animals pro­ 
hibited the ax would be laid at the 
root of the difficulty, and the individ­ 
ual dairyman of no conscience, being 
prohibited from selling diseased ani­ 
mal^ would quit business or reform. 
Action by individual states is a step 
In the right direction, but it is at best 
a patch where in truth a new gar­ 
ment is needed.

The cutting of the roadside weeds is 
to be urged for two or three very good 
reasons-first, to keep them from ma­ 
turing and scattering a big crop of 
seed; secondly, to prevent their becom­ 
ing a catch for drifting prows and tbns 
a serious hindrance to winter traffic, 
and. thirdly, the Improved appearance 
of tlte highway from the standpoint of 
those who drive over i t 
While the 
first two reasons given ars perhaps tbs 
most practical, the third Is J a st as im­ 
portant. for. whether they will or no. 
the character, public spirit and enter­ 
prise of the residents of a community 
are often very accurately shown by tbs 
care they give the highways for which 
they are responsible. 


As soon as the tops of the onions 
are ripe and the roots sufficiently dead 
to permit of easy pulling the crop 
should be raked into convenient row# 
with a round toothed rake, care being 
taken not to bruise the onions. They 
should then be allowed to dry until 
the top Is complete!y shriveled and the 
outside skin rattles, when the topping 
may be done with s pair of light. 
sharp scissors. If dry enough to store 
they may be crated or sacked wbei 
topped, lf not they should be given * 
few days more curing. 
Before being 
sacked or stored the crop should be 
thoroughly dry. and this is a point 
which any careful buyer will insist 
on.

were fed different redoes for a period 
of 102 days. 
In tbs windup It was 
found that the moet economical ration 
was corn sod ski rn milk. tbs average 
dally gain per head being 1.61 pounds. 
while the cost per IOO pounds of gain 
(figuring corn at 40 cents and the 
milk at 15 cents per hundredweight) 
was $2.88. The next best showing was 
made by the bunch fed corn and alfal­ 
fa. the average dally gain to this case 
being .83 pound and th# cost per IOO 
pounds of gain with corn and fresh 
alfalfa at $3 per ton, $8. 
Corn aud 
clover gave .7T pound and $3.25 in 
these two respects and green rape and 
corn .58 pound gain and $844 as tbs 
cost per IOO pounds gain.

BIG DAIRY RECORDS. 


Bood Results De Not Require Veal 
Outlay. 
Many dairymen, says the Practical 
Dairyman, think that the big records 
are entirely beyond their reach; that 
it takes a vast outlay of money for 
berne and fancy feede to develop a 
great producer. Nothing could he fur­ 
ther from the truth. We know person­ 
ally of at least four herds in which the 
annual milk production was increased 
from 3,000 pounds to 7,000, 8,000, 9,000 
and even 10.000 pounds for each ani­ 
mal. 
These are not fancy breeders, 
and the cows ar • not pedigreed beau 
ties, but ordinary cows bred from com­ 
mon stock by the use of a pure bred 
bull for four or five generations. The 
owner of sixteen 10,000 pound cows 
was laughed at two years ago when he 
net his aim at that figure. Ile bas now 
not only reached it—the average in­ 
cludes two-year-old heifers—but be has 
set his eyes on a 12.000 pound average.

To have the wool dense and of good 
length ta a prime requisite. Although 
the breeders In the corn belt must pay 
close attention to the mutton qualities 
In their flock, a good fleece can also 
be added. The Merino need not be In 
trod need for this purpose. By careful 
selection ranis of the English mut­ 
ton breeds can ba obtained which 
have extremely heavy fleeces that are 
very dense. There is a great variation 
In fleeces, and when making selection 
of your flock leader It is well not to 
be too easy satisfied The fleece should 
be of good length and the fiber dense, 
Notice carefully the wool covering 
the lielly. 
We must guard against 
bareness here for several 
reasons. 
Proper wool will Increase the weight 
of flee<*e aud also serve as a protec­ 
tion from cold w heu the sheep is lying 
00 wet ground. 
A good heavy fleece 
can be i»roclu<‘ed on mutton sheep of 
the highest type, and we must still 
strive to have that sort. 
Not only 
does It incrt'ase your profits st home, 
but It Increases the price of the lamb* 
you send to market. 
In our large 
market centers sheep pelts are con­ 
sidered quite an Item, aud .’bm lambs 
with heavy dense fleece* will outsell

Blackleg. 
Blackleg Is a disease that very much 
resembles anthrax. Incurable aud fatal. 
The symptoms are very much the same 
aa those of anthrax excepting the ani­ 
mala may live a few days longer with 
anthrax than with blackleg. 
It only 
affects younger animala, while anthrax 
affects both. 
Perhaps the strongest 
symptom of blackleg is a gathering of 
air or swelling underneath the skin 
of the affected animals. This usually 
takes place a few hours after the ani­ 
mal becomes Infected, and In tapping 
upon the swelling it sounds aa lf ther* 
was air underneath tbs skin. 
This 
swelling may be located upon the 
thighs, neck, shoulders, breast, hock 
Joints, flank or rump. 
There is no 
treatm ent for blackleg excepting a 
preventive. 
This is done by vac­ 
cinating the balance of the herd with 
blackleg vaccine, which has proved 
very successful.—Dr. David Roberta. 


Large Hog Pastures. 
The best solution of tbs whole bog 
pasture problem seems to be that of 
using large hog pastures and clover or 
grass as the pasture crop. The coat of 
fencing per acre Is then reduced to a 
minimum. The area is large enough so 
that no difficulty will be experienced 
lo using the regular farm implements 
for tillage nor in accomplishing a max­ 
imum amount of work.
